Haemel could no longer endure 
it. The thought of standing forth 
in the festivities of the celebration 
commemorating four centuries of 
the university as a Communist 
symbol was too much te bear. 


Family Fled 


So he, his wife and two daugh- 
ters fled. 

This must be understood. To 
flee meant giving up all they had. 
They could not bring even a small 
package with them. The heads 
of universities are well paid in 
the Communist world. So they 
abandoned comfort. 

As they stood penniless and de- 
pendent on the charity of the 
West, they ame a symbol of 
the free mind. They, because of 
the prominence of their position, 
brought into the news the many 
others whose sacrifice in the past 
months was equally complete. It 
was but a small item when each 
of the 124 professors fled to West 
Germany. It was not even news 
when, in the period of 180 days, 
some 1,385 teachers left all they 
possessed and chose freedom of 
the mind. 

In the Communist world they 
had everything else. They were 
the best rated, being given spe- 
cial food and clothing permits. 
They were the highest paid. They 
enjoyed special status. They 
lacked only that of the mind and 
spirit. 

When Dr. Haemel fled it was a 
catastrophic blow to Communist 
culture, education and propa- 
ganda. The 400th celebration will 
be held. It will be a time of stu- 
dent trumpetings of abuse of Dr. 
Haemel. But he remains an anti- 
Communist symbol not to be over- 
looked. 

Tenacious Spirit 

He is a symbol, too, of the 
tenacious: spirit of man. This may 
prove to be the Achilles heel in 
the Communist armor. Is it pos- 
sible to stamp out this stubborn 
quality of the mind of man? The 
Chinese tried it when Mao Tse- 
tung said, ‘“‘Let a hundred differ- 
ent flowers (of socialism) grow.” 
They had to stop that and begin 
the terror. Today, both Russia 
and Red China have strongly de- 
nounced “‘revisionists.”” They can- 
not allow the mind to question. It 
must accept dogma. 

There is this further important 
point to make.

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State Waste Soars 
As Apathy Reigns 


Gov. Griffin, in his insulting attack 
on the Fulton County Grand Jury during 
the weekend, made it quite clear that he 
intends to do nothing about the deadwood 
cited on the State Highway Dept.’s pay- 
roll. 

Yet it seems only yesterday that the 
governor was mouthing instructions on 
“hold the line” in state spending and was 
sounding off about how he was going to 
cut out the deadwood. 

The truth of the matter is, though, 
that the Griffin administraticn is so sc- 
customed to waste and abuse cf the pa- 
tronage system that findings such as those 
made by the grand jury create hardly a 
ripple of concern from the hierarchy. 

The special presentment is another 
black mark on the record of the highway 
department, stained as it is with the Bax- 
ley mess and other wasteful irregulari- 
ties, and a further example of the inept- 
ness of Chairman Roy Chalker. 

Note the wording of the presentment: 
“The Highway Department, and particu- 
larly the East Point warehouse thereof, 
is recognized by employes thereof as the 
political dumping ground for patronage 
appointments.” 

This statement of the jury points to 
the highway department as a whole. The 
East Point warehouse, then, cannot be 
considered an isolatéd instance of an 
over-staffed operation where employes 
do little or nothing to earn their pay. 

How widespread are these abuses of 
taxpayers’ funds in the highway end 
other departments? With the state headed 
for another financial crisis at the end of 
this administration’s spending spree, 
Georgians have the right to know how 
many more “East Point-type opera- 
tions” are in existence and to expect im- 
mediate corrections. 

But that, of course, would be only 
wishful thinking under the present com- 
bination of a wasteful governor, a high- 
way board chairman who frequently 
doesn’t know the score and an attorney 
general who apparently doesn’t care.

World Jitters Shifted 
To Chiang’s Bailiwick 


The Quemoy, Matsu and Tan islands 
are but a few miles off the Chinese coast. 
They are held by Chiang Kai-shek’s 
troops. Until Chiang’s flight to Formosa 
these rocky islands were the home of 
wretched, miserable fishermen and a few 
peasants. 

Since Chiang’s occupation of them 
they have become symbols of resistance. 
They can offer rather tough opposition. 

Fer three days now the Red Chinese 
have stepped up an artillery duel with 
these islands. They reportedly have 
launched invasion attempts against them. 

The United States is pledged to de- 
fend Formosa. 

As for the other islands, except for 
the Pescadores (fishermen islands), we 
are in an “iffy” position. We havent said 
ves and we haven’t said no. Secretary 
Dulles sent a message to the Chinese say- 
ing an attempt to take the islands would 
be a threat to peace. And 80 it will. 

But our idea is that this is merely 
another illustration of Communist hypo- 
crisy. The tensions eased in the Middle 
East. And the Communists, for all their 
talk of peace, can’t stand to have a world 
without tensions. So they have pressed 
the button and created tensions in China. 

The Asian cannon is booming and com- 
munism again is giving the weary old 
world a new set of jitters—or rather the 
same old jitters in a new area.

Chief Justice Earl Warren was wise in 
calling, at the request of Mr. Justice 
Whittaker, a meeting of the U.S. Supreme 
Court to hear the Little Rock segregation 
petition rather than Icave the full re- 
sponsibility on one justice—Mr. Whit- 
taker. 

Public reaction will be highly partisan 
regardless of the decision. But so volatile 
are Deep-South emotions that a one-judge 
decision would have been subject to more

The decision of 1954 was for the South 
a revolutionaty one. The Deep-South 
states have since largely ignored what is 
happening in the rest of the South and 
in the nation.

disclosing (allegedly) that most 
American pilots and navigators 
of the Strategic Air Command are

chev himself participated in the 
build-up in order to get world at- 
tention for the forgery.

BUTTS IN ROTARY DOUBLEHEADER 


By AL THOMY 

Big-time football is worth the effort but not 
the abuses. 

So asserted Georgia Tech head coach Bobby 
Dodd in so many words as he and Georgia drill- 
master Wally Butts officially kicked off the ver- 
bal football with an interesting double-header at 
the Atlanta Rotary Club on Monday. 

Both enthusiastically defended the game, but 
Dodd used the occasion to lash out at much- 
discussed evils of the game. 

“Football has tremendous influence on college 
life and on Atlanta,” he said, ‘“‘but if it gets 
out of line, it is wrong. We ought to give it up. 

“And if it keeps getting more competitive we 
may have to go to the Ivy League deemphasis 
type of football.” 


The snowballing abuses of the game, as Dodd 
sees them, can be traced to recruitment of 
athletes. 


“Coaches spend three or four times as much 
time recruiting as they used to,"’ he said. 


This, he charged, leads to a vicious cycle. “‘If 
you don’t get the boy, you get beat and if you 
get beat, you lose your job.”’ 

He laid the blame at the foot of alumni and 
public opinion. 

Remedies for rule violations, in Dodd’s opin- 
ion are: (1) A changed attitude on the part of 
the public and (2) firing of the coach and staff 
caught in violations. 

“We will get a cure when the public and 
newspapers want it (violations) cured.”’ 

The Georgia Tech athietic director made it 
clear violations are exceptions rather than rules.

What few violations the game has had have been 
played up big, he said. 

“It is easy for a coach to violate the rules:’’ 
continued Dodd. “‘He doesn’t have to do it. All 
he has to do is tell three or four rabid alumni 
to go get him some players. They don’t know 
the FOCruning rules or if they do, they don’t 
care.’ 

On the prospectus front, Dodd said Tech and 
Georgia ‘‘should be average in the Southeastern 
Conference” this season. 

“We'll be a little better than last year. 
Sophomores are juniors now.” 

Butts sees ‘better days”’ for his Bulldogs. 

‘Our material is better. than in years,” he 
said. “Our biggest job at Georgia is morale. 
We'll be better defensively and our quarterback- 
ing is improved. Breakaway running is still a 
need,” 


The Ag Hill taskmaster predicted a general 
improvement trend in the SEC. 

“(Bear) Bryant at Alabama will make the 
conference play better ball. In my opinion, foot- 
ball’s still a great game and I’m proud of foot- 
ball in the SEC. 

“We'll be better,”’ he said. .

contract for grading, basing and 
paving 6th street and 9th avenue. 

City Clerk Danny Lee Mc- 
Laughlin said some of the pipe 
has been installed on 6th street 
and 9h avenue, some of it is ly- 
ing on the ground awaiting instal- 
lation on other streets, and the 
rest of it is “‘stockpiled’ at three 
different places. He said one 
stockpile is on a vacant lot owned | 
by a business firm. 

All three of the concrete pipe 
contracts were accepted as com- 
pleted for the highway depart- 
ment by C. J. Nairn, resident en- 
gineer at McRae; E. M. Kennedy, 
assistant division engineer from 
Jesup, and G. W. Best, engineer 
in the construction division of the 
Atlanta highway office. 


POINTS TO INVOICES 


Nairn said he had invoices sup- 
porting delivery of the pipe to the 
cities. He said he was not re- 
sponsible for determining whether 
the pipe had been installed on the 
projects. 

At first Nairn told a reporter 
that all the pipe had been deliv- 
ered to the streets specified in 
the contracts. Later, however, he 
agreed with Mayor Callihan that 
a large volume of the pipe was 
delivered directly to the city 
water works. 

Callihan and McLaughlin said 
that pipe in their cities’ stock- 
piles was intended for use when 

and where it is needed. 

Nairn said he thought “every- | 
body" knew that the pipe set 
up in the contracts “was going 
to be put wherever the city 
wanted it” without regard to 
locations specified in the con- 
tracts. 


REFERS TO CHALKER 


He said he got up the concrete 
pipe contracts because local of- 
ficials told him that Highway 
Board Chairman Roy Chalker 
‘“‘wanted me to make up a con- 
tract for so many feet of pipe.” 
He said the contracts were not 
based on an actual estimate of 
how much pipe would be required 
for a specific project. 

Under other contracts with the 
City of McRae since 1956, the 
State Highway Department has 
paid $28,438.50 for concrete pipe. 
In December, 1956, the highway 


department also paid $4,581.60 to 
Telfair County for concrete pipe 
to be installed on a McRae city 
street. 

Shortly after The Constitution 
disclosed numerous highway ir- 
regularities at Baxley last March, 
the State Highway Department 
cancelled one large concrete pipe 
contract with Talfair County and 
replaced it with another contract 
calling for the same amount of 
pipe on a much longer roadway. | 
STRUNG OUT 

The first contract, dated Jan. | 
31, 1958, called for $14,890 worth of | 
concrete pipe for seven miles of | 
construction. It was replaced with 
one, dated March 18, 1958, calling | 
for $14,890 worth of pipe on 21.007 | 
miles of construction. | 

No payments have been made | 
on this contract and Nairn says | 
he “doubts” any will be made. | 
“I don’t know whether they are 
going to go through with this 
now,” he said. 

Nairn said he got up the first | 
contract because he was told that | | 
Roy Chalker wanted one drawn | 
up for that amount. He said that | 
in March the highway department | 
asked him to send specific sta-| 
tion numbers (measurements of | 
projects by feet) showing where 
the pipe would be used. 


ASKED CANCELLATION 


“I just asked them to cancel 
that contract,” Nairn said. “I 
knew they couldn’t put that much 
pipe on seven miles of road. 
Then I got up the contract for the 
pipe on 21 miles of road.” 

The Walker Concrete Pipe Co., 
established during the first part 
of the Griffin administration, has | 
sold a large volume of pipe to'| 
the highway department and to.
